Mr. Hunt, a former C.I.A. j 
agent, was convicted in con- 
nection with the Watergate I 
burglary. He is imprisoned at 
the Federal Detention Cen- 
ter, Eglin, Fla. 

His Miami lawyer, Ellis 
Rubin, said yesterday he 
hoped to subpoena some un- 
released Warren Commission 
documents to rebut state- 
ments in which, he said, “the 
book erred” — that his client 
was in Dallas on the day 
President Kennedy was shot 
and that Mr. Hunt had head- 
ed a C.I.A. plot to kill him. 

In New York, Mr. Opkapu 


denied that . the book con- 
tained such allegations. “Any 
• publisher with any sense of 
the law would be crazy, ot 
say that,” he said.
